Gentlemen  ^ 

i|T  hath  pleafed  God  this 
day  to  fhe w  a  great  mer- 
cy to  this  poor  Kingdom, 
by  making  the  Army  fuc- 
cefsfull  agamft  the  common  Enemy. 
We  lay  laft  night  at  Mi,  Sherhournes 
of  Stonibnrft ,  about  Nine  miles  from

preftoB,  which  was  within  Three  miles 
ot  the  Scots  Quarters,,,'  we  advanced 
betirne  the  next  morning  towards  Pre^ 
flon  with  a  deflre  to  engage  the  enemy:, 
and  by  that  tme  our  Forlorne  Hope 
had  engaged  the  Enemy,  wee  were  a- 
bout  Foure  miles  from  Treflon ,  and 
thereupon  we  advanced  with  the  whole 
Army,  and  the  Enemy  being  drawne 
out  upon  a  Moorejbetwixt  us  and  the 
Xowne,  the  Armies  on  both  fides  in- 
gaged;.and  after  a  very  fharpe  bout  con- 
tinuing for  three  or  foure  howres,  it 
pleafed  God  toinableus  to  give  the  E- 
nemy  a  Defeat,  which  I  hope  we  fhall 
improve  by  Gods  Affiftance  to  their 
utter  ruine*  A  nd  in  this  Service  your 
Countreymen  had  not  the  leaft  fhare; 
ee  cannot  bee  particular,  having  not

time  to  take  ih  account  of  the  nam  or 
Piiioners,  but  wee  can  afTure  you.,  We 
have  many  PrifcnerSjand  many  of  thole 
of  quality ,  and  many  fiain ,  and  "the 
Army  diffipated;  a  Prrncipail  where- 
of with  Duke  Hambleton  4s  on  the 
South  fide  of  Kible  and  Darwent. 
Bridges .  and  wee  lying  with  the  greateft 
part  of  the  Army  clofe  to  them ,  no- 
thing hindering  the  fume  of  that  part 
of  the  Enemies  Army ,  but  the  night; 
it  will  bee  our  care  that  they  fhall  not

this  night ;  I  have  fent  Orders  exprefly 

to  them  to  march  to  Whaley,  to  joyn 
with  thofe  Companies  that  you  mail 
improve  of  your  Countrey  Forces  to- 
wards the  rake  of  this  Enemy ;  you 
perceive  by  this  how  things  fraud,  to 
wit  j  the  Enemy  is  broken,  molt  of  the 
Horfe  being  gone  Northwards,  and  we 
having  fent  a  considerable  party  in  the 
very  heeles  of  them ;  and  the  Enemy 
having  loft  almoft  all  his  Ammunitiona 
and  near  4000  Aims:  fo  that  the  grea- 
ter part  of  their.  Foot  is  naked.  And 
therefore  in  order  to  this  work ,  we  de- 
fire  you  to  raife  your  Countrey,  and 
improve  your  Forces  for  the  totall 
ruine  of  that  Enemy  which  way  ibever 
^ey  go;  and  that  you  mail  accor- 
dingly do  your  part,  doubt  not  of  their 

ruine.*
